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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose applicant's Line Information Database (LIDB) that holds variable and 
invariant data, the variable data being produced in an enterprise application in a data 
network. Neither does the prior art disclose an LIDB coupled to a SCP, a gateway node 
coupled to an SCP and an enterprise application in a data network, and cookie writing 
logic linked to an enterprise application and programmed to write variable data to the 
LIDB. Neither does the prior art disclose the retrieval of variable from the LIDB prior to 
establishing a phone call. Neither does the prior art teach collecting the variable data in 
an enterprise application that is connected to a gateway node. No obvious combination 
of references found would have taught one of ordinary skill in the art to make and use 
applicant's apparatus as claimed.
